Chips of Experience—As I bavje seen so many 


reports of products from different parties,! 
thought I would give a small one in my own 
experience. I kept three cows of the common 
stock, from which we made 780 pounds of 
good solid butter, commencing March 1, and 
ending the 23th of November, 1878, and for 
which Tre received a premium of two cents on 
the pound, besides usinj; all the cream that 
we need ed for a family af five persons. The 
cows had good clover pasture and all the salt 
and all 1 he water they wanted. I think with 
a few bishelsof grounc. feed I could have 
made tlemdo a good dual btl.ter than that. 
This year I expect to keep a i record of pro- 
ceeds oi the same three cows, i: nothing hap- 
pens th ;m. I think there is much profit in 
keepieg a few good cows as anything else 
that a farmer has on his farm. I think a man 
with small capital, on a small piece of land, 
can make a good living keeping 4 good cows 
and 200 chickens, with little outlay.

When 
sheep are thus caught c r, lifted, the skin in 
some instances is actually torn from the 
flesh, and if the injury if not to that extent, 
it cannot but affect the t lesh to some degree. 
Sheep should be lifted >y placing the. arms 
around the body and near the forelegs. This 
is the easiest way to do, especially with large 
sheep. [To catch the animal, the hands should 
be thrown about the neck, or else the sheep 
should jbe caught by the bind leg immediately 
above the hock. This latter may be ddne 
with'the hand or the crook, and'when this 
way is idopted the utmost gentleness should 
be observed, and the 'sheep gently drawn 
back until the other hand can reach the neekn. 
It is scarcely necessary to remind the keeper 
that when the crook is used upon a sheep 
which is closely surrounded by other sheep, 
that great care must be exercised lest the 
other sheep jump again; it the one caught or 
against the crook, in which case bevere dam- 
age may be done.—Western Rural.
